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BALFOUR'S DANGER. 


FEARS OF AN ATTEMPT ON THE CHIEF 
SECRETARY’S LIFE. 


The Detective Escort Increased—Parlia- 
ment Prorogued To-Day—ihe Queen's 
Speech—A Fatal Collision on the Mid- 
land Railway—Gen. Boulanger and the 
Presidency of the French Republic— 
Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, September 16.—The manifestoof the 
Comte de Paris nas fallen flat. It is much bet- 


ter received byjthe Bonapartist than the Legiti- 


mist press. Dr. Blowitz,the Paris correspondent 
ofthe Times, whoisa strong partisan of the 
Comte de Paris, compares him significantly to 
the gentleman who followed a circus in the 
hope of seeing the lion tamer eaten, but it was 
never known whether the lion tamer 
or the gentleman died first. The Parisian 
press sees the fatal defect of the manifesto 
when itdescribes the Comte as a man who 
does not intend to hasten the end, but will 
wait until a fresh Sedan g ves him a chance of 
stepping in quietly on the shoulders of a revo- 
lution. On the whole, the manifesto has cre- 
ated much more impression here than in 
Paris. Probably he was induced toissue the 
manifesto by his wile, who is a very ambitious 
woman. 
CURIOUS EVIDENCE. 

The Government is curiously confronted to- 
day by the evidence of its own return of 
criminal statistics in Ireland, which shows 
that offenses in 1886, when they were med- 
itating coercion there, were much less numer- 
ous than in 1885, when they were governing 
the country. With the aid of the National 
League, the offenses in Ireland have decreased 
60 per cent since 1881. 

BALFOUR’S DANGER. 

There is no truth in any story which may 
reach you of Archbishop Walsh being at all 
out of harmony with Parnell. Both the Irish 
leaders are now Dending their united strength 
to moderate the dangerous forces in Ireland. 
Parnell has great fear lest the wilder elements 
may get the masteryof him. The special 
danger is an attempt on Balfour’s life, which 
is being provided against by increase in the 
detective escort. 


England. 


A DREADFUL COLLISION. 

Lonpown, September 16.—A dreadful collision 
occurred to-day onthe Midland Railway. A 
train filled with excursionists,who were going 
to Doncaster to witness the races at that 
place, collided with another train and was 
wrecked. The ace unts ofthe disaster thus 
far received state that twenty of the excur- 
sionists were killed and many injured. 

Seventy persons wero injured by the acci- 
dent on the Midland Railway. 

PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 

Parliament was prorogugd, to-day. The fol- 
lowing is the Queen's speech closing the ses- 
sion: 

„M LORDS AND GENTLEMEN—My relations 
with other Powers continue friendly. The 
protracted negotiations between Russia and 
myself regarding the frontier which we should 
avree to recognize as the northern limit of Af- 
ghanistau have been brought to a satisfactory 
termination. The Ameer readily accepted the 


boundary. I hope the convention will power- 
fully conduce to the maintenance 
of a durable peace in Central 
Asia. The treaty between Great Britain 


and China with reference to the relations be- 
tween China and Burmah has been ratified. 
The confident hope I expressed that a general 
pacification of Burmah would de effected 
during the present year has been fully real- 
ized. Asettled government is being gradu- 
ally introduced in its remoter districts, 
The convention which was concluded 
between Turkey and myself for the 
purpose of Cefining the conditions 
under which it would be possible for me to 
undertake the withdrawal of my troops from 
Egypt at a fixed date has not beeu ratified by 
the Sultan. The course of action imposed 
upon me by my obligations to the ruler of the 
people of Egypt remains unchanged. The 
presence of my forces has secured to Egypt 
the blessings of tranquillity and has enabled 
me to effectually support the Khedives 
efforts to promote good government and the 
prosperity of his people. 
THE FISHERY QUESTION. 
1 have agreed with the President of the 
United States to refer to a joint commission 
the difficult questions respectin,s the North 
American fisheries, which have recently been 
discussed by the two nations. 
„With singular satisfaction I mention the as- 
sewbiage of the first conference of represent- 
atives of my colonies ever held in London. 
Their deliberations, directed to many mat- 
ters of deep practical interest to their respect- 
ive communities and conducted in spirit of 
hearty co-operation, will, I doubt not, add 
strength to the affection by which the various 
parts of my empire are bound together. 
The Queen thanked the House of Commons 
for the liberal provision for the public serv- 
ice, and continued: ‘‘There is some ground 
for hoping that the grave depression under 
which ali commercial and industrial ifiterests 
have lain so long is assuming a less severe 
character. I deeply grieve to add that there 
is no mitigation of the suffering under which 
large portions of the agricultural community 
continue to labor.’’ 
THE IRISH TROUBLES. 
„The wants and difficulties of Ireland have 
occupied your close attention during à pro- 
tracted session. I trust the remedies your wis- 
dom has provided will gradually effect a com- 
plete restoration of urder in Ireland, and give 
renewed encouragement to peaceful industry. 
In order to pass them it has been necessary to 
postpone many important measures affect- 
ing other parte of the Kingdom, which 
doubtless you will be able to resume 
without hindrance atthe coming session.’’ 
THE RECENT JUBILEE. 

After reference to the allotments, coal 
mines, merchandise marks and criminal pro- 
cedure in Scotland acts, the Queen concludes: 
„„This year, the fiftieth anniversary of my 
reign, has been the occasion of the expression 
of fervent loyalty, which has deeply touched 
me. I am, indeed, truly thankful for the 
warm, hearty proofs of affection which have 
reached me from all classes. In thanking God 
tor the blessings He bas vouchsafed me and 
my country, I trustI may be spared to con- 
tinue to reign over a loving, faithful and 
united people. 

InN THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons to-day, the 
Speaker read a letter frum the Irish authori- 
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O’Brien, Member ot Parliament for Cork. In 
reply toaquestion by Mr. J. O’Connor, Mr. 
W. H. Smith, the Government leader, said he 
believed that the usual regular formal course 
would be followed regarding the trial of 


Mr. O’Brien, He had no information, 
he said, that the day fixed for 
the trial would be anticipated. 


Mr. Smith, replying to a question by Mr. 
Gourley, said: ‘‘The Dominion Government 
had not reported whether the orderfor the 
release of the vessels seized by American 
cruisers had been carried out.’’ 

The Black Rod summoned the members of 
the House of Commons to the House of Lords, 
where the Lord Chancellor read the Queen’s 
speech, proroguing Parliament. The proro- 
gation is until November 30.

A BRAVE WOMAN. 


Gen. Boulanger and the Presidency—New 
Russian kxplosive—Europear Echoes. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 16.—The Empress of 
Austria had a somewhat unpleasant experi- 
ence recently. The Empress is a fine horse- 
woman, and during her stay at Ischl went in 
fora great deal of mountain climbing and 
horse riding. One day, she made the ascent 
ofthe Gethaeld, and according to her usual 
custom took with her but a small posse of at- 
tendants. When half way up a snowstorm 
came on and the Empress and her party were 
at that moment going along a narrow path. 
To advance was impossible, and to return was 
equally dangerous. So the Empress had to 
cling to the face of the precipice in the blind- 
ing snowstorm, for nearly an hour. At the 
expiration of that time, the storm abated and 
an attempt was made to descend. A relief 
party finally rescued the imperial party and 
the Empress met with an ovation on her re- 
turn aiter her dangerous adventure. 

CHINESE ACTORS IN PARIS. 

A company of actors from the Flowery Land 
arenow on their way to Paris. They are 
eighty in number and their appearance is 
looked forward to with much interest The 
great piece of their repertoire is ‘‘Pi-Pa-Ki,’’ 
a drama of forty-two tableaux,which has been 
described by Mark Twain. Aftera month here 
and in Paris they will proceed to New York. 

AN AMERICAN COUPLE'S NOVEL (IDEA. 

Great Britain has been done in every possible 
manner, buta young American couple, newly 
married, are about to undertake the tour of 
Enfield in a novel manner. William Black has 
done the country in a canoe, Andrew Carnegie 
in a coach and thousands on bicycles and on 
foot. The vehicie in which this pair have 
chosen to view the land of their ancestors isa 
London bansom cab. They start to-morrow 
from St. James street and will first visit South- 
ern Cathedral towns. They are under oath 
not to write a book about their trip. 

THE POPE'S JUBILEE GIFTS, 

Society says: The eagerness displayed to 
overwhelm the Pope with jubilee gifts which 
has necessitated the erection of a buiiding 
nearly a quarter ofa mile long for their re- 
ception and exhibition, apparently does not 
extend to his faithful clergy at Rome. These 
gentlemen are to present the representative 
of St. Peter witb two golden keys, but so far 
the total amount resulting from a most ener- 
getic whip is about #400. Curdinal Parrocchi 
has since found it necessary to issue a strong- 
ly worded circular stirring up his lesser breth- 
ren to be mindful of what they owe to the 
head of their Church.“ 

BOULANGER AND THE PRESIDENCY. 

J learned to-day. says the London corre- 
spondent of the Manchester Guardian, ‘‘from 
a foreign member of thé house of 
Rothschild that Gen. Boulanger is bidding for 
the Presidency in succession to M. Grevy, and 
that his popularity isso great that he is likely 
to succeed in his efforts. 

THE NEW RUSSIAN EXPLOSIVE. 

It is reported that the Russian Minister of 
War has just concluded a series of experi- 
ments with a new explosive compound, which 
bidsfairto outdo the qualities of melinite, 
robusjle, and all other explosives. This new 
compound is destined to revolutionize the ex- 
isting system ofammunition. Its strength is 
equal to that of pyroxyline, and it has the im- 
mense advantage of being ten times cheaper 
than the ordinary saltpeter. It is called 
steetova, after the discoverer. Another great 
superiority which it possesses over ail 
known explosives is that when fired its force 
does not strike downward but forward. It is 
stated, in fact, that a ball cartridge loaded 
with it has been fired out ofa cardboard gun- 
barrel as atest withoutthe slightest injury to 
latter. The composition of the new compound 
is a profound secret. f 
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THE ENGLISH PARLIAMENT. 


A Brief Summary of the Work During the 
Session Ending To-Day. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonpDon, September 16.—As the present ses- 
sion of Parliament comesto anend to-daya 
brief summary of the work may not be witbout 
interest. A summary of the legislative reforms 
promised and not performed, would perhaps 
be more instructive, but has to be omitted 
owing to its great length. The Queen’sspeech 
in January lust, specified fifteen measures, the 
passing of which was deemed necessary to the 
prosperity of the country. Out of the fifteen, 
six have passed and become laws, viz.: The 
Irish crimes bill; the Irish land bill; the allot- 
ment bill, by which every laborer isto have 


his long - promised three acres and a cow, if he 


can pay for them; and three other measures 
peculiar to Scotland. Nothing particular has 
been done for England and everybody seems 
very glad to have been let alone so seyerely. 
Parliament has sat for a period of thirty-three 
weeks and has lost by death five members, 
and by elevation or succession to the peerage 
eight; while twenty-five new members were 
introduced last session. 
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PARIS GOSSIP. 


Chauncey M. Depew and the Prince of Wales 
Schaefer and Vignaux.

Paris, September 16.—Mr. Chauncey M. 
Depew left Paris Tuesday last for Liverpool, 
whence he sailed yesterday for New York. 
Mr. Depew gave me an excellent account of 
his dinner with the Prince of Wales at Hom- 
bure. The Prince was very anxious to meeta 
typical American, and in one of his conversa- 
tions with Mr. Blaine described him as such. 
Mr. Blaine said that although he had the 
honor to be an American, he could not claim 
to be a type, but that Mr. Depew was the man 
be wanted, and that the latter, moreover, 
could tell a real American story. Mr. Depew 
found the Prince most affable and agreeable— 
indeed, a jolty sort of a fellow. They dined 
alone, and after déssert, when the cloth was 
removed and cigars and liquors were 
placed on the table, the Prince 
asked Mr. Depew for a typical American 
story. Mr. Depew related an anecdote of 
Horace Greeley and the missionary, which 
amused the Prince very much. He laughed 
very heartily and called for more. He asked

A BIG BLAZE, 


Destruction of an Extensive Candy Factory 
in Chicago. 


CaIcaGo, September 16.—The extensive can- 
dy manufactory of Milton E. Page & Co., Nos. 
2lland 213 Lake street, was totally destroyed 
by firelast night. The flames spread to the 
buildings adjoining on either side, one of 
which is occupied by J. A. Fay & Co.,of which 
Mayor Roche is a partner and manager, 
doing considerable damage. The fire 
was discovered a few minutes after 11 
o’clock. A veteran patrolman passing along 
Fifth avenue saw flames shooting out of the 
first story windows in the alley atthe rear of 
the building, and ina few minutes the rear of 
the whole interior seemed to be ablaze. The 
fire gained rapidly, leaping out of every win- 
dow, front and rear, bursting through the 
roof and illuminating the sky so brightly that 
one could see to read blocks away. The 
structure was soon a mass of flames, and at 
intervals heavy crashes, shooting flames and 
showers of sparks denoted the falling-in of 
large sections of flooring and machinery. 


The fire soon spread to the adjacent 
building, the lower floor of which 
is occupied by J. A. Fay & Co,, 


and the upper floors by Page & Co. The upper 
stories were soon ame and the fire shot 
through the roof, but the firemen prevented it 
trom burning downward, thougn so much 
water was required that the building was 
deluged, a flood running through floors and 
ceiling tothe basement. Next ate its way 
into the building Nos. 216, 217 and 219, occu- 
ied by the Pennsylvania Tube- works, ignit- 
ng the roof first and burning down to the to 
floor, where it was held by the firemen. A tall 
flagstaff, surmounted with a huge eay'e, ran 
up from the roof of Page’s building, and it was 
svon lapped by flames that burned away its 
base, dropping it across the rooi of the build- 
ing.

It is also confidently as- 
serted by friends of the Anarchists in this city 
that the Central Labor Union will, as a body, 
formally declare its disagreement with the 
decision and its sympathy with the oon- 
demned. At the same meeting an - 
tempt will be made to inaugurate a pro- 
test of the labor organizations of the 
country. Samuel Gompers, who Is President 
of the American Federation of Labor, will, it 
ia said, present the outlines of a movement in 
behalf of the Anarchists, which is intended 
to expand into a national appeal of the labor- 
ing men for Executive clemency. The plan is 
to choose acertain day next month on which 
the labor men in every State in the Union will 
meet and pass resolutions denouncing the ver- 
dict and expressing sympathy with the doomed 
men.

A PETITION OF AMERICAN WORKINGMEN. 

Stress will be laid on the condition of the 
public feeling in Chicago at the time the seven 
policemen were kilied. They will claim that 
they did not have a fulr trial; that the excited 
passions of the people, united with the clamor 
of the press for the heads of the prisoners, 
prevented the latter from getting a fuir trial, 
und that, furthermore, an unprejudiced 
wasoutof the question.

Business and Patriotism—A Grand 
jon to Mr. Cleveland—The Quaker 
diy in Gay Attire—The Grand Street 
parade Reviewed by the President. 


: DELPHIA, Septembef 16.—Nature was 
dto us yesterday, and to-day she again 
owers ber gifts upon us with a lavish hand.

VICTORIOUS VOLUNTEER, 


The Champion Yacht Beats the Mayflower 
* and Thistle. 


SanpDr Hoox, September 16.— Another at. 
tempt will be made to-day to sail the first of 
the three trial races between the Boston sioops 
Mayflower and Volunteer. The Mayfiower is 
now owned in New York, but she is still re- 
garded as a Boston boat. At 8 o’clock it 
looked as though it would be a glorious day 
for a race. The wind blew a perfect 
gale all night, and at daylight was 
howling through the rigging of the Thistle 
at the rate of twenty-five miles an hour. 
It is now blowing twenty miles an hour with 
every prospect of holding. The Scotch cutter 
Thistle is all ready to follow the racers over 
the course and is standing out toward the 
lightship, where the start will be made. The 
race, if the wind holds out asat present, will 
be twenty miles to leeward and return. The 
Volunteer and Mayflower passed out by Sandy 
Hook at 9:40. They were in tow, but were 


preparing to hoist their canvas. They will 
reach the starting point within half 
an hour. The Thistle was sail- 
ing close behind them as they 


passed the Hook. She had her whole main- 
sail set and rolled a great deal in the heavy 
sea. She lugged the same old dingey behind. 
The wind was then blowing from the west. 
northwest atthe rate of thirty-two miles an 
hour. 
THE THISTLE’S OVERESTIMATED SPEED. 

The tugboat cast off the lines which held 

her to the Volunteer and Mayflower at 9:48 


o'clock. The racers were then near 
ing the lightship and had their 
whole mainsails, forestaysails aad 
jibs set with their jib topsails in 


stops. Only a few excursion boats were then 
assembled at the starting point, but a number 
were coming down the bay. An interesting 
clinch took place between the Thistle and the 
schouner N. L. Lockwood on the way to the 
ligutship, in which the Lockwood showed 
that the Scotch visitor's speed is greatly over- 
estimated. The Lockwood at the Romer 
beacon was a mile and a half behind the This- 
tle. She gradually overhauled the foreigner 
until finally off the bar both vessels were suil- 
ing on even terms. There is no question but 
that the Thistle was sailed for all she was 
worth, as ber sails were full all the time. 

The flagship Electra reached the lightship 
at 10:15, and taking up her position drew the 
imaginary line. The wind had gone down a 
little and the dial at the Observatory here 
registered twenty-four miles. The Mayflower 
and Volunteer were then beating around the 
flagship awaiting the preparatory eignal. 

THE START. 

Tne course will be southeast by south from 
the Scotland 12 4 The starting signal 
was given at 11:10 and the yachts crossed in 
the following order: Volunteer, 11:12:30; May- 
flower, 11.15. 

THE VOLUNTEER AHEAD. 

The Volunteer broke out her spinnaker, on 
the line. Ihe Mayflower followed her example 
aminute before crossing. The yachts both 
bad their mainsails, club-top-suils, forestays 
sails and spinnakers set and started off like 
race borses, with booms to starboard and 
spinnakers to port. The Thistle, which had 
been to the south of the starting line, started 
two minutes after the Mayflower, but did 
not set her spinnaker for eight 
minutes after starting The Volunteer was 
leading at 11:30 O clock by nearly three- 
quarters of a mile. Tbe wind was then still 
trom the west, northwest, and the yachts lad 
a straight course out east-southeast. They 
will bave to beat back from the outer mark of 
the Volunteer which atl2o’ciock was a little 
overamile ahead and to the south of the 
Mayflower, and the Thistle was to the south of 
the steel sloop. The wind at that time was 
blowing twenty miles ap hour, and the rucers 
were dashing through a cross, choppy sea. 


ae m.—The Volunteer is gaining steadi- 
ly on the Mayflower. The Thistle is tast fall- 
ing bebind. 


HEADING FOR JERSEY. 

12:35 P. M.—B th yaciite are on the starboard 
tack heading down the Jersey coust. The 
Volunteer is two miles ahead, buttiie May- 
flower isto windward. It now looks as if the 
boats were Sailing a trianvular course bavins 
turned a stake boat off Long Branch.

STILL AHEAD. 

3:20 p. m.—The Volunteer is now visible 
from this point, and is on the last leg of the 
triangular course, beading for the finishing 
line. Sheis leading the Mavflower by about 
two and a halt miles. The Mayflower is a mile 
ahead of the Thistle. The latter has housed 
her topmast. 

THE VOLUNTEER WINS. 

2.35 p. m.—The yachts will finish in about 

halfanhour. The wind has changed to the 


vorthbeast, placng the Mayflower in a 
good windward position. The This- 
tio is north to the wind and 
the Volunteer still further to lee-ward. 


All this was caused by the shifting of the 


wind. All three yachts are still on the star- 
board tack, heading for the liight-ship. The 
Volunteer has crossed the finish line. The 


Mayflower is two miles in the rear. 

The Volunteer crossed the line at 3:34-30, 
the Thistie at 3:53-27, and the Mayflower at 
3:54.

RAIDING THE SHARKS 


WHO INCREASE THEIR PROFITS BY USING 
FALSE WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


Daybreak Visits to the Markets and Wagon- 
Yards by the Force of Weights and Meas- 
ure Inspectors—Full Text of an Import- 
ant State Document Filed To-VDay—Diph- 
theria Increasing— Municipal Matters. 


The Inspector of Weights and Measures has 
inagurated his annual raid on the market 
men and farmers for using false measures. At 
day-break every morning Mr. Healey’s force 
of deputies go to work—five hours before the 
hour required by the charter, and while their 


fellow barnacles are still siumbering. 
They are provided with 4 good 
team and a wagon containing an 


assortmentof standard weights, measures and 
balances with which those used by hucksters 
and farmers must agree. The deputies are 
authorized to arrest, but do not use this 
authority except incases where they are con- 
vinced that the parties using false weights 
and measures are aware of the _ fact 
and are knowingly practising fraud 
on buyers. They drive to the market places 
and by distributiug themselves about the 
stalls and wagon stands can soon discover the 
false weights. A favorite deception is using 
tbe liquid measures for dry measure, making 
a difference of a pint in a gallon in favor of the 
hucksters. A case of this kind was re- 
cently discovered by the inspectors. A 
huckster brough:; a set of dry measures 
to the main office at the City Hall and 
after having them tested had the stamp 
‘*86 Dry! imprinted on the side. He then 
took the measures toa tinner and had them 
cut down to liquid measure. The discovery 
of the fraud was accidental as the vessels had 
the shape of dry measures and bore the om 
clal stamp. Whenthey were submitted toa 
test the fraud was discovered. Since then a 
new plan has been introduced. The Iinspect- 
or now stamps the date at the upper end of the 
measure and the word ‘‘dry’’ or ‘‘liquid’’ at 
the bottom which prevents dishonest dealers 
from cutting down the measures, as a seam in 
the middle is easily discovered. The Deputy 
Inspectors have had such an extensive ex- 
perience in exumining measures that by tap- 
ping a finger-nail against a tin or copper 
meesure they can tell by the sound whether a 
false bottom has been inserted or any 
trick resorted to to decrease the 1 
after it has been approved and stamped by the 
authorities. Inspector Healey to-day said: 
his is our season. There are 4 ~ many 
farmers coming to town now with fruits, veg- 
etables and provisions that will not come 
again until after the winter. If they are not 
using proper measures we must catch them 
now or let them go on with this villainy 
for several months. The attention of the in- 
spectors, who begin work at the hour huck- 
sters and farmers are arriving for the market 
about daybreak, is confined now to this 
branch. During the winter months when 
there is none of this work, the groceries, 
butchershops etc., can be visited and the 
accuracy of their scales and measures tested.

Every proposed revision of the tariff so 
far has been opposed by Republicans and 
Randallites as one which “rejects the 
basis of protecting the wages of labor.’’ 
They pretend that they are prepared to 
support a revision which will enlarge the 
free list, reduce duties on imports, elimi- 
nate every monopoly feature and cheapen 
the necessaries of life, provided the re- 
vision shall be such as to continue the 
protection afforded by the present tariff 
to the wages of labor. 

But while admitting that an enlarge- 
ment of the free list would lift a burden 
from many of our manufacturing indus- 
tries, and should therefore incidentally

notoriously protected monopolies in which 
labor is less protected, more dependent on 
the will of capital, and more impoverished 
by competition and free trade in the 
wage market than any other industries in 
the country. Pennsylvania is in fact the 
seminary and seat of more labor troubles 
and of more desperate strikes and violent 
contlicts between labor and capital than 
occur in all the rest ofthe Union. Tariff du- 
ties for the alleged protection of the wages 
of labor are, in that State, but the means 
by which combinations of capitalists levy 
oppressive exactions upon all that labor 
consumes, buying and selling at their own 
prices all™that labor produces, while 
enjoying free trade in labor and drawing 
from the whole world all the “pauper 
labor“ needed to keep wages down to the 
starvation point. 

All this has been vividly presented in 
the New York Wortp’s pictures of the 
labor situation in Pennsylvania. A more 
distressing or threatening situation exists 
nowhere outside of Ireland that is so ob- 
viously the fruit of a mischievous govern- 
ment policy. Pennsylvania has natur- 
allya monopoly of the anthracite coal 
trade, but a tariff duty of 75cents is kept on 
bituminous coal for no other purpose but 
to enable the railroad combination which 
controls the anthracite coal trade to levy 
that much more on the consumers of 
coal while keeping the miners of coal 
in a more abject and pitiable condition 
than any other class of laborers in this 
country. About fifty thousand of them 
are out on strike now. With a wage max- 
imum of 90 cents a day, they are thrown 
out of work as often as the coal pool 
chooses to stop production in order to 
pinch consumers. To eke out a subsist- 
ence for their families they have to im- 
pose on their minor children labors un- 
fitted for persons of tender years. They 
are compelled to pay exorbitant rentals 
for company shanties, to trade at com- 
pany stores, to employ the company’s 
doctor, and besides enduring all these 
drawbacks from their miserable wages 
they are further robbed by a system of 
fines. 

Such is the ‘‘basis of protecting the 
wages of labor” on which our present 
tariff rests. Such is the labor situation to 
perpetuate which the opponents of tariff 
revision are denouncing every proposed 
revision as ‘‘a free trade scheme.“

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Blaine as the English See Him. 
From Vanity Fair. 

Politically, Mr. Blaine has little to recom- 
mend him; personally, he is a middle-aged 
and middie-sized man, gray, pallid, and, 
though of no particularly striking, still of no 
forbidding, presence and aspect. He is slow 
of speech, has an unmistakable but not un- 
pleasant American accent, and produces no 
marked impression of that considerable power 
and influence which he undoubtedly possesses 
in the United States. He diplomatically dis- 
claims any candidature for the Presidency. 
He regards the tariff question as likely to 
divide even more in the future, than it already 
does, the Republican and Democratic parties, 
free trade being the cry of the former, pro- 
tection of the latter. The distinction formerly 
was based on centralization or federalism; but 
State rights, he says, practically perished with 
the war. Then, added Mr. Blaine, as a con- 
solation England took our carrying trade, and, 
as she is now doing it on terms which scarcely 
pay, Americans are the more reconciled to her 
keeping it, while they encourage their home 
industries—a new view of an old subject and 
one which itis perhaps worth while England 
should think about as seriously as other na- 
tions. 


No More Centralization.

PUMPING A DETECTIVE. 


MR. MOSER, THE LONDON “TIMES’” EMIS- 
SARY, CORNERED BY A REPORTER. 


The English Detective Unbosoms Himself 
to a Representative of the ‘‘World”— 


Information About the Fenian Brother- 
hood—The Times“ Letter Business & 
Side Show—Mrs. Jarvis’ Letter—Police 
History of Mr. Moser, Alias Walters. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcnH. | 

New York, September 16.—After a continu- 
ous search since Sunday night; a reporter for 
the WORLD yesterday succeeded in confront- 
ing the English detective, Maurice Moser, and 
drawing from him a statement of his mission 
in this country and his version of his relations 
with the London Times. The reporter visited 
the Union Square Hotel yesterday morning, 
and learning that the mysterious purchaser of 
the forged letters intended leaving his lodg- 
ing, and perhaps the city, in a few hours, 
watched the hotel. At 7 o’clock the reporter 
was rewarded for bis patience by the sight of 
Moser who made his appearance and asked 
for his bill. 

„Good morning, Mr. Walters, (as he some- 
times calls himself) said the WORLD reporter. 
‘‘Mr. Walters turned on his heel and shot a 
quick glance at the reporter. ‘‘Good morn- 
ing’’ was the English Hawkshaw’s response. 

„Mr. Walters,’’ Ihave come to give you an 
opportunity to make any statement you desire 
in reply to the article published in the 
WORLD, charging you with being an emissary 
of the London Times, sent to this country to 
procure letters to smirch the Irish leaders. * 

‘*Yes, let's see—come right up-stairs to the 
reading-room, where we can talk,’’ replied 
Mr. Walters. 

The reporter followed Mr. Moser or Walters, 
to the reading-room. It was seemingly a 
strange coincidence, but the detective and 
the interviewer had no more than seated 
themselves when a young lady in street cos- 
tume walked in and sat down within ear shot, 
and began to write a letter. Walters glanced 


at her and then atthe writer. ‘‘Is this woman 
a witness to what is to pass?“ his expression 
seemed to query. 

PUMPING THE DETECTIVE. 

‘*Well,’’ he said, ‘‘I will say something in 
reply tothe storiesinthe WORLD, but I must 
be very brief and must notentertoo much 
into the details. 

„Very well,’’ responded the WORLD man, 
‘‘suppose we take the points in the story of 
Sunday as they ran?“ 

„Oh, no, said Moser; ‘‘whatl want to say 
is this: Iam not a representative of the Lon- 
don Times and was not sent over hereforthem 
to procure the letters. 

‘*What is your mission, then?’’ 

‘*T cannot reveal just whatitis, butitis of a 
political character.’’ 

Are not you over here to work up the in- 
side history of the Fenian Brotherhood?’’ 

Mes. that is the purpose of my visit. 

And you claim that you were not sent by 
the Times?“ 

„Oh, I don't say that. WhatIsay is I was 
not sent directly by the Times. I don’t say 
but that the Times may know something 
about my trip, but I have had nothing to do 
with the Times people directiv.’’ 

It you were sent over here to work up the 
Fenian Brotherhood secrets, how is it you are 
engaged in buying letters for the Times,some- 
thing foreign to your real mission?’’ 

BUYING THE LETTERS. 

That came up as an after-clap. After it had 
been arranged that I should come here to get 
at the Fenians’ secrets, the existence of such 
letters was spoken of andI was asked to get 
them as a sort of side issue. 

„Were you asked to get them, or did you 
volunteer?“ 

„Oh, I was spoken to about them aud partly 
volunteered.’’ 

They were to be used by the Times, repro- 
duced in facsimile, were they not?’’ 

„Well, ves ;but I must not say anything about 
that, you know.“ 

Then, as a matter of fact, you were to get 
these letters in the interest of the London 
Times?’’ 

Les, butI must not say anything more 
about that. 

Now, Mr. Moser, will you tell me how you 
went to work to get those letters, and your 
full intentions?’’ 

Oh, no; Icannotdothbat, for I have re- 
ceived instructions from the Times people not 
to say a word for publication, or in reply to 
the WORLD.’’ 

He was not sent by the Times, he had 
claimed, yet he had received instructions from 
that paper not to say a word! 

**Will you not tell me about those letters?“ 

„All loan say about them is that I bought 
them through the man you call Jackson. There 
are seven of them in all, and they are written 
in the same band. Idid not see them till I had 
paid my money for them.“

BILL NYE IN ART CIRCLES 


GEMS THAT WERE PAINTED BY DAY’S 
WORK AND ARE RELIABLE. 


A Way of Participating in an Art Slaughter 
Without Having to Carry Away Any of 
the Art. 


From the New York Woar_p. 
On Thursday, the 15th inst., che law will go 
into effect in this city prohibiting the sale of 
„genuine oil paintings“ by means of a smooth 
salesman, a strong gas-jet andatin reflector. 
Genuine oil paintings are of two kinds, viz.: 
Those painted by hand and those painted by 
the day. The latter find a ready sale in New 
York to people whoclaim that Rembrandt and 
Bierstadt have always asked fancy prices for 
their work. 

I dropped in yesterday at one of these great 
sacrifices by gaslight, and was surprised to see 
real art go begying in the midst of wealth. In 
this storeroom were pictures varying in size 
from a piece of cloth up to one as large each 
way asthe plotforatragedy. There was one 
little painting of Diana surprised by a New 
York artist, I didn't blame her much. It was 
avery small painting, done ona pieceof cel- 
luloid no larger than a poker chip, if I may be 
permitted to use a comparison that is ex- 
tremely distasteful to me. Another small 
painting, ‘‘The Landing of Columbus,’’ was 
on the reverse side of a half dollar. The re- 
verse side of a half dollar is the side that you 
turn up while matching with aman who most 


always wins. 

I ventured to remark, as I looked at this 
little triumph ot art on a small scale, that 
Columbus was always regarded by Americans 
as a courageous man, but when they stopped 
to consider that he landed at a place where 
cigars are 25 cents apiece and that he landed 
on a halt-dollar, it seems to me that a few 
resolutions of respect would not be out of 

lace. 

4 gentleman who stood near me and who 
was there to buy some art gems for the dining- 
room of a — — eating-house, said that 
ainting the landing of Columbus on a half- 
ollur was no great triumph in that line. He 
knew a man in NovaScotia who painted a 
marine view of the deluge on the handle of an 
umbrella and another man, Who was a neigh- 

bor of his, painted a very life-like picture of 
Europe on an empty stomach. He said it was 

as good a front view of Europe as he ever saw,

At this point a salesman excused himself, 
and I heard him holding a consultation with 
his telephone in the back part of the room, 
during which he asked a gentieman named 
Ward Siland if he budn’t found himself short 
of a low-sot man with a deep red nose, and a 
tall, sad-looking party who seemed to be in 
search of aquiet place into which he could 
weep.

Figures About the Thistle.

There seems to be considerable ‘‘Scotch 
snuff’’ in the air regarding the Thistle and her 
performances, and all sorts of claims are made 
regarding her superiority over the Irex, and 
they further claim that the Irex is better than 
the Mayflower, which surely is not borne out 
by facts or fizures comparing her work with 
Genesta and Galatea. Capt. Barr claims the 
Thistle is 10 minutes faster than Irex, which is 
more than the Thistle has averaged to do. The 
Irex is said to be at the most seven minutes 
faster thun Genesta. Lieut. Henn claims the 
Galatea is the equal of lrex, but atall events 
it is safe to place her between the two. The 
Thistle has sailed eleven races (omitting four 
races that were dritts, flukes and fogs) against 
the lrex that can be fairly timed, and aver- 
aged to beat her 8 min. 30sec. Three ot them 
were won in 26, 18 and 17 minutes, Dut in the 
other eight races the time varied from 9 min- 
utes tol minute 48 seconds, and averaged 4 
min. 30seconds. So mate McDonald’s ciaim 
that the Thistle is 15 minutes faster than Irex 
is only borne out by the record of the first 
three races as above. 

On the otuer hand, the Puritan is 10 minutes 
faster than the Genesta, and the Mayflower is 
from 7 to lo minutes faster than Puritan, and 
the Volunteer is nearly if not quite 
10 minutes faster than the Mayflower. The 
latter boat defeated the Galateain three races 
by 12, 29 and 13 minutes, averaging 18 minutes, 
which would, taking Genestu, lrex and 
Thistle together, prove the Mayfl wer to be 
superior to them ail, and to defeat the Thistle 
by 7 minutes.

A GREAT BOAT RACE. 


How William O'Connor Defeated Albert 
Hamm on September 10. 


The Toronto Mail gives the annexed splendid 
description of the recent race between O’Con- 
nor and Hamm on Toronto Bay: 

At ten minutes to 5 the men were onthe 
water and all was in readiness. Referee 
Scholes took his place on the top of tbe Res- 
cue and forthwith ordered the men into line. 
O’Connor had won the toss and chosen the 


south or island side, his colors being white, 
while Hamm's were red The wen 
having backed to their stake, Mr. Scholes 
shouted at once, without any prelimi- 
naries. ‘‘Are you ready? Go!’’ and they 
went. O’Connor struck the water first and 
dashed away with a 35 stroke. Hamm was 
slow in hitting her up, but soon settled down 
to a good, clean 34. O’Connor, however, had 
secured the advantage and was able to maiu- 
tain it. His opponent worked vigorously, but 
could not getupeven. On the contrary, at 
the end of half a mile both were pulling at a 
34 pace, and the Toronto man was more than 
a ciear length ahead. In another quarter, 
just past the yacht club, he hud increased his 
jead to two open lensths and had dropped to 
82, while Hamm had also slack- 
ened a trifle, his rate being 33. Both now be- 
gun to steer erratically, the Nova Scotian going 
u great deal too far out and O'Connor doing 
the same. Two or three furlongs from the 
turn Enright, the Toronto wan’s double- 
sculling partner, appeared on the scene and 
speedily had O'Connor pulling straight for his 
buoy. Hamm, seeing this, also turned in, 
aud, putting on a fine spurt, closed up some of 
the gap between them. Two hundred yards 
from the stake O'Connor had about 
a length to the good but Hamm 
hit her up to 36 and O'Connor again to 
34, the result being that both commenced to 
round about tue same time, Hamm making a 
long sweeping turn, while his rival wheeled 
close inon his buoy. Time of striking the 
stakes. 9.30. O'Connor was the first to 
Straighten out, and set out to increase the 
slight advantage he then held. In this he was 
momentarily successful, and once more there 
was a clear open length between them. But

16 sec. A furlong 
from nome, with Hugh Wise, the Leslieville 
sculler, rowing leisurely on the outside of 
him, Hamm also put on a spurt, and then, 
recognizing the fruitlessness of his effort, quit 
altogether and paddled alongside the referee's 
boat. He was told that O'Connor had won, 
and, knowing that he was to blame, pulled in- 
to his boathouse without a murmur, but évi- 
dently greatly charurined, and looking de- 
cidedly weary and biown. 

O'Connor's victory was hailed with every 
manifestation of delight, and time and again 
he had to doff his white cap in acknowledg- 
ment. Among the most enthusiastic was Mrs. 
Hanlan, who, witn her sister, Mrs. Bingham, 
anda gentieman friend, occupied a rowboat 
onthe outside of the finish. Her face was 
wreathed in smiles as she gaily waved her 
handkerchief in the air.
